Committee investigating a possible con- 
nection between an ITT pledge to the 
1972 GOP campaign and an antitrust 
settlement. Two charges dropped before 
the trial. Convicted July 28 on the re- 
maining count. Sentenced October 1 to 
18 months, suspended; resigned as Lt. 
Governor of California. 

RICHARD G.KUEINDIENST Pleaded guilty May 16, 1974, to one 
count of refusing to testify before the Ju- 
diciary Committee, a misdemeanor. Sen- 
tenced June 7, 1974, to one month unsu- 
pervised probation. Suspended sentences 
pf one month in jail and a $100 fine. 


TAX VIOLATIONS 

EDVARD L. MORGAN Pleaded guilty November 7, 1974, to 

criminal conspiracy in the preparation of 
former President Nixon’s tax returns. 
Sentenced December 19, 1974 to serve 
four months of a two year sentence, to 
start January 6, 1974.

In- 
dictment dismissed on technical grounds. 
May 3, 1974. Reindicted July 29, 1974, 
on one count of making an illegal pay- 
ment to a public official (Connally). 
Pleaded guilty August 8. 

JOHN B. CONNALLY 

Indicted July 29, 1974, on two counts of 
receiving illegal payments of $5000 eaph, 
one count of conspiracy to perjure and 
to obstruct justice, and two counts of 
making false statements to the Watergate 
grand jury.
